Prime project for the Antioch Lions Club in 1959 will be the 
successful operation of the community swimming pool, members 
heard at the Monday night meeting. 

"You have been so kind as to select me president, I'm going to 
be so kind as to put you all to work," said incoming president Joe 
Patrovsky. The new leader accept- 
ed the bell and gavel from Al Ditt- 
man, outgoing president, in brief 
ceremonies and a new slate of offi- 
cers was installed. 

They are: K. P. Deitrick, first vice 
president; Dr. Richard Ripley, sec- 
ond vice president; Preston Reckers k 
Jr., third vice president; John Fields, 
secretary; Dr. Al Bucar, treasurer, 
and Ted Larson as chairman of the 
membership committee. 

ADJOURNING THE regular Lions 
Club meeting, the members recon- 
vened as the annual meeting of the 
Community Service Corp. to hear a 
dark picture of operation of the pool 
in 1058. But according to Dr. G. W. 
Jensen, outgoing president of the 
Community Service Corp, and Ken 
Smouse, supervisor of the pool last 
year, a plan was unfolded where the 
pool can make money. 

The pool overhead has been cut 
and it will open cheaper next year, 
Irv Carey, head of the operation 



committee, told the members. 

In a resume of last year, Smouse 
noticed that "the weather hurt" as 
the pool was closed for eight full 
days and 11 evenings because of rain 
and cold and could have been closed 
more days because there were more 
lifeguards than swimmers, hcadded. 

BUT THE SWIMMING program 
was successful with 850 children 
learning to swim. The program also 
provided about $900 more than was 
brought in during 1957, Smouse said. 

The pool has no appeal to the 
adults, he said in looking to the 1959 
operation. "The rules are not en- 
couraging to adults," the director 
noted. After swimming 10 minutes, 
adults like to relax, have a smoke 
or a bottle of pop. But there are 
rules against smoking or eating near 
the pool, he said. 

As proof, Smouse reviewed the 
"complete flop" of an adult night 
held last year. 

HE SUGGESTED a patio area and 
refreshments in a recreation area. 
Tennis courts also would be a help to 
success of the area, he said. 

Members of the corporation heard 
an opinion that the p'ool has created 
a "new generation" and efforts must 
be made to keep them. They are 
the kids that learned to swim at 
the pool in the past two years. The 
pool is especially appealing to them, 
Smouse said, and their number will 
continue to grow. These kids and 
the adults are the group, to keep 
and attract to make a successful op- 
eration, he added. 

THEN HE PLACED the issue di- 
rectly to every member saying, "The 
ultimate success or failure of the 
pool depends upon the Lions Club 
and how you get behind it, support 
it and boost it." 

John Fields and George Hawkins 
were named to positions as directors 
of the Community Service Corp. for 
the coming year which Dr. Jensen 
promised would be "dynamic." He 
also issued special commendations 
to the Antioch Village Board and the 
Antioch News for support of the 
Lions Club efforts last year.

Lines Soon 

About 664 customers of the Illinois 
Bell Telephone Co. in this area Will 
be affected by a company request 
before the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission to allow it to discontinue 
four-party residence phone service. 
Effective date would be Feb. 9, 
if the request is granted. 

The object is to eliminate all four- 
party service and replace it with 
one and two-party service, says R. 
N. Hawkinson, manager of the An- 
tioch office from which the Lake 
Villa and Fox Lake telephones are 
handled. 

THERE ARE 420 four-party cus- 
tomers in the Fox Lake exchange, 
227 in Antioch and 17 in Lake Villa. 
Customers would be offered one or 
two-party service except in rural 
areas where patrons could take eight 
party lines, Hawkinson said. 

The company has noted a sharp 
decline in requests for four-party 
lines since 1952, Hawkinson said. He 



attributed this to a desire for more 
privacy on the lines. 

Single or two-party lines are a 
little more expensive than the old 
four-party service, he said. 



Bong Base To Change Antioch

The largest single construction project in the history of the 
lakes area lies only 14 miles from Antioch's door and brings promise 
of unprecedented growth to the town and all southern Kenosha 
county. 

Will Antioch itself be affected much? "Definitely, yes," says 
Col. Charles E. Lancaster, com- 
mander of the big Richard I. Bong 
Air Force Base. 

Although the base itself will not 
reach complete operational status 
until the latter part of 1961, a steady 
growth will begin this summer. This 
growth will continue at an acceler- 
ated clip until the base formally 
opens. 

BUSINESS, SCHOOLS, housing 
and even living will be affected 
here, the Colonel told The Antioch 
News. 

The base itself will cost $35 mil- 
lion plus to build and will bring a 
community of about 5,000 military 
personnel to the area. For business,

Antioch? In business, the sudden 
influx in population can be expect- 
ed to bring an upswing in buying.

83 already is 
planned, The town of Brighton, now 
only a wide spot in the road with 
only a vicious curve to slow traffic, 
will be about a mile from the base 
entrances and should boom. Other 
towns along the route will siphon 
much business coining Antioch's 
way. 

However, if Antioch businessmen 
can realize their opportunity and 
continue to expand to keep the town 
a favorite shopping center, the possi- 
bilities for Antioch's merchants are 
almost unlimited. 

ALREADY LOCAL realtors are 
screening apartment rental pros- 
pects and attempting to get a back- 
log of housing units. Although 
there are less than 100 construction 
workers on the base now, by this 
summer this number will swell to 
1,000.

1. Lull of enough fire alarm 
boxes; 

Lack of enough fire exit signs 
and fire escapes on the south- 
east and northeast sides* of the 
building; 

Locks on assembly room doors; 

Improving the alarm system 

which is "not startling enough" 

and not easily heard In some 

parts of the building; 

Removal of all 25 ampere 

fuses to be replaced with 15 

and 20 amps, and rehanging of 

boiler room doors.

Because of, the, recent opinions 
voiced in this column by Mary G, 
and Gerald J. about high 'prices on 
taxi service, I feel .there are some' 
answers which they and the public 
should be made to understand. :^ I 

1. This is not Chicago, you can-, 
not expect -the same kind ;of service; 
and since it is not Chicago, I do not 
make the' kind of money with my 
taxi* business that is made in the 

city. ;",-'* . ... | ;■ M^M4 

. 2. If I had meters in my taxi, 
mile for mlkvyou would be paying 
more per person for almost any ride 
you take. Chicago rates on meters 
are a minimum 35 cents to enter 
the cab; 10 cents for the first two 
blocks (or V* mile) then' 10 cents 
for each 2% blocks. Roughly that 
is 40 cents per mile. Also you pay 
10 cents for every three minutes of 
waiting time — on this I could get 
rich. Include also a charge of 20 
cents for each additional passenger 
to the same destination; 

3. In Chicago, it is illegal for a 
taxi to carry two persons to differ- 
ent destinations— each must be a 
separate call. So, if I carry two or 
more persons and drop each off at 
different places, I actually am help- 
ing some folks to save time. This 
part I call gravy because I save 
gasoline and time. 

4. Because I don't have meters, 
it is necessary for me to have rate 
zones. Anywhere in the Antioch 
village limits is in the 50 cent zone, 
then distant rate zones are 25 cents 
per half mile Intervals. 

r ■ 

Everyone has his minimum — the 
doctor has $5 for a house call, the 
plumber about $5 and the TV re- 
pairman $4. Mine is 50 cents. 

My rates compare very favorably 
with Chicago cab rates and in most 
cases are cheaper. The trip to 
Channel Lake School is $1.50 in the 
Antioch taxi; a Chicago cab would 
charge a minimum of $1.65. Also 
in Antioch we don't have stop lights 
and signs which run up Chicago 
meter time. A trip here is faster 
than the same distance in the city. 

With the Insurance rates I pay, 
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with ithe new $1,000 two-way radio 
system which I must buy because 
the government says my old one is 

no good, I. know that my wages for 
the cab service I provide are not 
enough for the amount of money 
that is taken 'in. 

I am giving champagne service at 
beer prices. .- 

I'd like to remind regular and oc- 
casional taxi riders that I am trying 
to, pro vide a service which other- 
wise this town would not have. It 
is not profitable by itself and If It 
was not for the .other income 1 have 
people would have no 24-hour livery 
service here. I say livery service 
because I do not solicit business but 
go out only on call*. 

I could understand Mary G.'s trou- 
bles. Her husband took the car and 
she had to waste $1.50 for a cab ride. 
That is after she tried her neighbor 
and found out it was too slippery to 
drive or the neighbor couldn't start 
her car. 

And for Gerald J. for his ride from 
Fox Lake to Antioch in the middle 
of the night, it was a. lot more com- 
fortable to ride a taxi for $4 than it 
was to call a tow truck and prop- 
ably pay $10 to bring him to Antioch. 

Will the persons Mary J. and Ger- 
ald J. please see me personally with 
proof of their charges and let me 
present my side of this issue. 

I'd like to lower the rates I charge 
but there just isn't enough business 
to make lower rates pay. 

I am glad that the Antioch News 
editorial writer did support my po- 
sition but I'd like to set him straight 
also. Nine kids from downtown to 
St. Peter's School' Is ridiculous— it 
just doesn't happen. And a $5 
charge Mary G. mentions must have 
been to Grayslake or 10 miles away 
from the train station. 

I am also grateful to my regular 
taxi riders, who outnumber the 
Mary G's about 50 to one, and who 
make it possible to have taxi ser- 
vice in this town,

During the past half century, there has been an unhealthy and 
increasing attempt upon the port of the American public to shift 
the sacred responsibilities of parenthood artd education onto civil 
and religious institutions. 

It is a known fact that no society or culture is basically any 
stronger than the family units which compose it. Yet there is every 
indication that the family unit in the United States has been, and is 
being, dangerously weakened. The rising tide of divorce, the alarm- 
ing increase in the amount and type of juvenile delinquency, and 
the growing contempt 'on the part of our younger generation for 
authority, parental, civil, and religious, only serves to place a smash- 
ing indictment against our present outlooks and policies. 

There was a period in the history of this nation when much 
of the basic education of children, civil and religious, was carried 
on in the home unit. The basic function of the school was to enrich, 
amplify, enlarge, and entrench what had already been taught. The 
children of this era learned by deeds and not precepts, moral and 
ethical values, respect for public office, law, authority and justice, 
and came to appreciate our American heritage. 

Today, our children oppear to be learning by precept and not 
by deed. The reader may prove this to his satisfaction by asking 
'members of the younger generation who are high school or college 
level what they have been taught concerning law, authority, justice, 

and public office. They will tell you the 
precepts, but nearly always you will find 
on underlaying bitter cynicism. Justice can 
be perverted for the benefit of those of 
wealth and position, cops can be bought, 
holders of public office seek election not 
upon grounds of principal and ideals, but 
for personal gain and greed. Marriage is a 
thing to experiment with. If it just doesn't 
work out try again. Very little thought is 
devoted to the dread and tremendous re- 
sponsibilities of bringing children into a 
world such as this. The basic idea of what is 
right and just has been perverted into 
meaning what the majority does and ac- 
cepts. This type of cynicism shakes faith 
anal, confidence. Once faith and confidence 
is shaken in any structure, be it civil, cultural, or religious, that 
structure is in grave danger of joining ancient Greece, Rome, and 
Egypt in the dusts of time. - v - . 

Where, then, is the real source of the problem? Certainly not 
in the schools, churches, or other social institutions. For they teach 
the precepts. How are our children infected with this cynicism? The 
only answer is their proceeding generation who have said to the 
Churcrf^'Take our children and make them good, moral, discip- 
lined, and faithful churchmen," and then have set an example of 
undisciplined lives, faith, and practice. They have said to the school: 
"Take our children and make them good educated citizens. Make 
them appreciate our American heritage and way of life," and then 
have said by inference if not by word that the entire structure is a 
pretty sad imitation of what it ought to be. They have said to the 
social institution: "Take our children and reduce the amount of 
juvenile delinquency/' and then have contributed little or no per- 
sonal time or work toward their success, if you have never tried to 
get people to vote faithfully in an intelligent manner, if you have, 
never tried to materially help your schools and teachers&olve some 
of the problems of education by backing them to the hilt at your 
end, if you have never endeavored to obtain competent leaders for 
scouts and other social institutions, and get Christians faithfully 
to abide by their faith, you have a rich and enlightening experience 
in store. 

The American Public seems to have made one fundamental 



error. You cannot pay others to make your children what you think 
or want them to be. Jt is significant that the first cry which goes 
up from the public whenever there is a rise in immorality, crime, 
or corruption.is: "What's the matter with the school, the church, 
and the sociai institution? We've paid our good money to them to 
prevent these things! They've failed!" The brutal truth is that the 
failure is not theirs, but ours. Although the church, school, and 
social institution, provides a convenient scape goat to ease our 
guilty consciences and shift blame, we must sooner or later face 
the unpleasant reality that we will never have a better nation, 
society, or church, until our deeds conform more closely to our pre- 
cepts, and we are once again willing to assume those burdens of 
responsibility which Almighty God in his infinite wisdom intended 
that we as parents of His children should bare. Our children will 
remember our deeds long after they have forgotten our precepts.

allotted 30 days," Richard Whitacre, 
superintendent of Antloch's Grade 
school said. 

The 22 deficiencies listed for the 
grade school primarily include: 

1. Additional directional exit 
signs; 

2. Cover the boiler room doors 
with metal and change them to 
swing toward the boiler; . 

3. Store paints In metal cabinets; 

4. Cover door frames from base- 
ment to first floor with Are 
resistant material and change 
to self closing doors; 

5. Install more fire extinguishers; 

6. All combustible material under 
stair wells should be removed; 

7. Holes In celling are to be re- 
plastered; 

8. New approved fire alarm box- 
es are o be insalled; 

9. All 25 ampere fuses are to be 
replaced by 15 and 20 amp. 
fuses. 

Whitacre said, "The grade school 
board has authorized that we have 
these deficiencies corrected as soon 
as possible within 30 days." He 
mentioned that the correcting of de 
ficiencies began within 48 hours af- 
ter the report was received. 

Inspector Brown said Tuesday 
that his office is working overtime 
every day inspecting schools in the 
northern part of the state. No other 
Antioch area schools have been in- 
spected yet but they will be checked 
some time this year, Brown said. 

Even a year-to-year inspection 
would not help in most schools for 
the same problems keep cropping 
up, Brown added. 

SCHOOLS FOR THE most part 
are safe and the same general de- 
ficiencies are said to be in most 
schools. It is generally up to the 
town fire chief to keep checks on the 
buildings, he said. 

Brown is an advocate of taking all 
heating, systems out of the main 
buildings because fires often start 
in the heating plant itself. His*of- 
fice pays particular heed to boiler 
and furnace rooms. Six boiler room 
deficiencies were noted at the high 
school here.

Cut At 2 With 
Week nd Split 

Antioch's longest winning streak 
of the season was broken Saturday 
night. The team had won two in 
a row— its only two wins after 
eight straight losses. 

Friday night here, the Sequoits 
moved out of the Northwest Subur- 
ban League's cellar as "it pushed 
Wauconda down with a 70-49 victory. 
Wauconda still is winless in and out 
of the conference. Antioch has yet 
to be beaten in 1959 on the home 
court. 

The local team built up a 65-38 lead 
witlR three minutes to go in the 
game before reserves came in, some 
of them for the first time this year. 
The victory for Antioch saw the most 
amount of points scored this year. 

WAUCONDA DID NOT play as 
good a game as it is capable of, 
Antioch Coach Larry Leon said.

Meet Your 'Lady of the Linotype 9 

Mabel's a Girl of Many 
Words, All Spelled Right 



When it comes to words, Mabel 
Sayles has no equal in this area. 

This 70-year-old lady of tihe lino- 
type will pause during National 
Printing Week to shine up her type- 
casting machine at the Antioch 
News, then begin her 49th year of 
putting words together for the 
knowledge, information and enter- 
tainment of the thousands of read- 
ers of this paper. 

HER LONG TERM of service to 
one owner shows that Mabel is the 
exact opposite of many printers 
across the country. It is not un- 
common for an itinerant printer to 
work a week here, drift across a 
state and spend another week in 
another shop. The Antioch News 
has seen some of them. 

With Mabel, long service is not 
the only thing which causes her to 
come into the spotlight in observ- 
ance of National Printing Week. 

SHE'S NOT "just another" ma- 
chine operator but a woman who 
is unusual in many respects. 

Born at 15 Hill at Richmond, 
Mabel completed high school at 
Richmond-Burton in 1906. After 
teaching for a year at Hardscrabble 
School south of Richmond and 
working on her parents' farm, she 
started "on what became a long 
typesetting career on the old Rich- 
mond Gazette. 

At that time, 1910, the new-fang- 
led automatic typesetting machines 
were too expensive for country 
weeklies and Richmond was no dif- 
ferent. So letter by letter out of 
type cases, Mabel put words to- 
gether. 

In a few years the owners instal- 
led one of the famous linotype ma- 
chines and Mabel was learning to 
operate them. 

IN 1918 THE petite miss began 
another long association when Hom- 
er B. Gaston purchased the Gazette, 
It was Mabel upon whom the new 
editor depended" for getting the 
words into print. 

In 1926 Gaston's sold the Gazette 
and purchased the Antioch News. 
Soon Mabel came to Antioch to work 
her now experienced fingers on 
words News' readers depended 
upon. 

Perhaps it is because she puts an 
experienced mind on her work be- 
sides a knowledge of the complicat- 
ed machine that she has worked for 
just a few editors instead of many. 
Many are the writers w»ho have had 



difficult words spelled right by the 
lady of the linotype. Many are the 
contributors to the newspaper that 
have had their scratches figured out 
and set properly into type.

'Inactive' Village 
Planning Commission 

Dogs running loose is fast becom- 
ing a big problem to Lindenhurst 
residents, board members heard at 
Monday night's meeting in the vil- 
lage hall. 

The village does have an ordinance 
governing care and keeping of dogs 
by residents, said Trustee Lowell 
Graves, and It should be more strict- 
ly enforced, he added. 

The board agreed and directed' 
John Stove, police supervisor,; to 
have the officers clamp down/ on 
residents who let their dogs/ run 
loose. 

PENALTY FOR NOT having a 
dog license is a fine of not less than 
$5 and not more than $100. Licenses 
are $2.50 for female and $1 for male 
and the village ordinance requires 
that dogs must be kept on leash, 
Graves said. 

The board also will investigate 
the possibility of having a private 
dog catcher come -into the village 
regularly to pick up and dispose of 
stray dogs. 

Policemen don't like to have to 
take care of strays, Slove said, and 
his officers can't pick up a bother- 
some dog without a complaint of a 
resident. 

A mailing to every resident of Lin- 
denhurst quoting the dog ordinance 
and the vehicle tag requirements will 
be sent this month. Auto stickers 
will go on sale for $5 on April 1 
and must be displayed by May 1, the 
board said. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, the board 
appointed Robert Randall, village 
president, to fill the unexpired term 
on the village planning commission 
of Henry Floss* one of the founders 
of Lindenhurst, who died last 
month. 

Two more vacancies will occur in 
April when terms of two appointees 
expire. They will be replaced with 
appointments for four years. 

Trustee Craig Henderson told the 
board that the planning commission 
had not met in several months and 
that it was virtually Inactive. The 
appointment of Randall was the best 
move to instill some activity into the 
body the board felt. 

Graves noted that the Village

with cause, if he felt that person was 
not serving the best Interests of the 
community. • - 

JANUARY WILL BE a month of 
study for most board members as 
they were assigned to look into var- 
ious projects. 

While facilities are not inadequate 
now, Randall suggested that moves 
be made now to study the possibili- 
ties of sewer and water expansion. 

"We should have a definite plan 
when that time comes," he said, 
"and we should know where the 
money; Is to come from." 
- He asked Ellis Fuqua, village at- 
torney, to look into the bonding 
power of the village and to begin 
a study of the town's assessments. 

"We're not going to rush into it, 
but we want to have figures ready 
when the time comes/' Randall said. 

ATTORNEY FUQUA also was 
asked to inquire about another spe- 
cial census for the village. The 
board pegged July as the best time 
for the population count as more 
people will be moving into new 
homes when school is out for the 
summer in their present locations. 

An increase of 250 will be enough 
to make the census pay, Randall said. 
Showing an increase will divert more 
tax money to the town as official 
population is the guiding post in al- 
lotment matters, he added. 

The last special census was taken 
In May, 1968 when about 250 was 
added to the official population fig- 
ures of the town. Lindenhurst raised 
its population to nearly 1,000 and 
estimates place the figure now 
about 1,100. 

Because, of the census figure hike, 
the town will be receiving about $20 
more per month from the Motor Fuel 
Tax beginning with December when 
the state begins with the new popu- 
lation figures, the board learned. 

A DELEGATION of at least seven 
from Lindenhurst will attend the 
Lake County Municipal League or- 
ganizing convention next week. Be- 
sides Randall those attending to 
study future plans for the county 
towns, will be, Lowell Graves, Paul
